Total expenditures from, the Mo- 


tor License Fund likewise reached 
a new high of $86,392,000 for the 
seven-month period as contrasted 
with the previous record of ?79,- 
098,000 established in 1951. 


Favored by unusually good wea- 


ther in July, construction expen- 
ditures went to $13,448,000 last 
month. This surpassed the earlier 
high mark of $11,350,000 made in 
1948. 


Total expenditures in July of 


this year were 518,621,000 as com- 
pared with the previous record of 
?15,764,000 in 1948. 


"The achievement is more re- 


markable because of the

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NATIONAL PARTY PRIMARIES 


There's considerable talk in the country today 


about devising a simpler, more direct, more truly 
representative way of choosing our Presidents. 


Some people want to abolish the electoral col- 


lege, some want to abolish the national conventions, 
some would do away with both. 


Roscoe Drummond, writing in The Christian Sci- 


ence Monitor, presents still a third idea, and it de- 
serves attention. 


He points out that as things now stand only 16 


of the 48 states have presidential preferential pri- 
maries. Which means that about 60 million citizens 
have no direct voice at all in choosing their parties' 
presidential nominees. 


That, in turn, means that a minority of states 


and a minority of voters have an undeservedly big 
voice in the nominations. That's because of the 
psychological influence which attaches to this rela- 
tively small slice of voters and states as being the 
best available cross section of opinion. 


So what Drummond and others advocate is a 


national 'advisory presidential primary, with all 
states participating and all eligible voters repre- 
sented. 


That sort of a primary set-up would certainly 


leave the national conventions in no doubt whatso- 
ever as to what candidates the voters favored. As 
things are, doubt seems to be what there's the most 
of. 


Drummond questions, for instance, whether Eisen- 


hower would have beaten Taft in a national Repub- 
lican primary. He's not sure that Stevenson would 
have won out over Kefauver in a contest determined 
entirely by all Democratic voters. 


Drummond believes national primaries should be 


only advisory, to begin with, until they have proved 
their worth. It might turn out, for instance, that not 
enough people would vote in such primaries to give 
them authority and real" representativeness. 


Perhaps Congress should go outside its own halls 


and select a commission to make an impartial sur- 
vey on the problem. 
Already, despite the urging 


of 53 Democratic congressmen to sponsor a national 
primary, the move was blocked by some of the older 
professional politicians on the Resolutions Com- 
mittee. 


But the Democrats have recognized the existence 


of the problem. In fact they said this about it in 
their national platform: 


We recommend that Congress provide for a 


non-partisan study of possible improvements in the 
methods of nominating and electing Presidents and 
In the laws relating to the presidential succession. 
Special attention should be given to the problem of 
assuring the widest possible public participation in 
presidential nominations." 


TEETH IN WATER PURITY PROGRAM 


Wade Jones, who writes editorials for NEA Service, 


Inc., one of the Times-Mirror syndicates, has pre- 
pared the following Interesting article regarding 
fluoridation of water to reduce tooth decay among 
school children: 


Every time we hear a piece of news like the fol- 


lowing from one part of the country, we're surprised, 
and a little dismayed, that we don't get the same 
news from lots of other places. 


The city of Newburgh, N. Y., reports that tooth 


decay among Its children has dropped 47 per cent by 
fluoridation of the water supply. 


The decline occurred during the period from 1944 


to the middle of the year, after one part of fluoride 
was added to each million parts of water. 


And the important thing is that the New York 


state health commissioner reports "absolutely no 
harmful effects from drinking fluoridated water." 


Any adult who himself has suffered from tooth 


decay would go to considerable lengths to spare his 
children from the same costly discomfort. 


The extent of tooth decay in this country is well 


illustrated by the high number of men turned down 
for military service because of it. 


Now we have a means of fighting it which is 


Simplicity itself, and cheap. The cost for a city the 
size of New York would be only about $800,000. And 
there are about seven million people living there.

ity in the country can't at least consider the matter

New List Bans 500 Materials 
From Trade to Communist

•WASHINGTON— (NEA)—Amendments to tLa list of strategic items 
" banned for shipment to Soviet Russia and its satellite countries 
will be announced within the next month. 


It will increase the number of banned materials from the original 


313 to nearly 500. And thus will the net be drawn tighter by the 61 
cooperating -non-Communist countries to choke off the Soviet bloc's 
war-making potential. 


The full list is of course too long for presentation here. In broad 
categories, however, It now covers all munitions, everything used in 
the production of atomic energy, metal-working machinery, chemical 
and petroleum producing and refining equipment, electric power 
generating equipment, general industrial equipment, transportation 
equipment, electronic and precision instruments, and strategic metals 
chemicals, petroleum and rubber products. 


These lists are made public by main headings. Soviet purchasing 
agents know all the categories of military supply items which they 
must cross off their open shopping lists and try to procure only by 
smuggling or on the black market. 
•"TASK forces of U. S. government experts and engineers from Amer- 


ican private industry are working constantly to revise the list of 
strategic items they would keep from the Soviet. But the ban is not 
complete. 


If this were a hot war, the compiling of a list of articles banned 


for trade would be easy. It would include everything. This was the 
rule applied by the U. S. Board of Economic" Warfare in the war 
against Germany and Japan. And there was no regard for costs. 


But in this present cold war, there is no desire to cut off all trade 


With the Communist countries. Some trade between East and West 
Europe is considered necessary to promote western European recovery 
Shipments of goods from European countries to Soviet bloc coun- 
tries, made in accordance with trade agreements in effect before the 
embargoes on strategic materials were put into effect, also have to be 
allowed to go through. 


That was the rule that had to be applied in the case of the Danish 
tanker recently delivered to the Soviet Union. It had been ordered 
in 1946, before the North Atlantic Treaty Organization was set -up. 
Money had been paid by the Soviet on the contract. 
TT7HILE the U. S. tried^to persuade the Danish government not to 
™ make delivery, the Danes felt they had to live up to their contract. 
The only alternative might have been for the U. S. to buy the tanker"

spoke in high praise of the targe 
attendance, and expressed his ap- 
preciation for the excellent co- 
operation received from the dis- 
trict chairmen and the key men in 
the parishes In helping to. promote 
the work of the group. He also 
mentioned fine 
Distance from the 


qlergy in general and Dr. Thomas 
Small, of Oil City in particular, for 
his enthusiasm 'u helping to keep 
interest alive when the diocese 
was without a bishop. 


Mr. Rice spoke about the an- 


nual meeting1 of the Bishop's men 
at Cambridge Springs next May. 
He said that it was possible the 
constitution would be adopted so 
as to permit each parish to be rep- 
resented by a key man and assist- 
ant. H« spoke of the projects 
sponsored by the Men. including 
underwriting of the costs of the 
Youth Camp and payment of a 
small deficit. Glass banks were 
discussed at some length, the 
speaker urgin.

communions be planned for Ad- 
vent Sunday, when banks should 
be distributed. 
Bob Dunham, 


Warren, secretary of the standing 
committee, and Robert Wauga- 
man, Erie, treasurer, were intro- 
duced. 


Bishop Crittenden, Introduced 


by Mr. Rice, was loud In his praise 
of the services performed by the 
Men, 
remarking that he came 


from a diocese in Ohio where he 
thought men were active, but he 
found there is no comparison with 
the group he was meeting with. He 
said he had no list of carefully 
prepared objectives for the i -en to 
help carry out. 


The bishop mentioned as three 


problems created by enemies of 
man that provide a challenge for 
churchmen—secularism* sovietlsm 
and sin. A definite answer to sec- 
ularism, he said "was a reaffirm- 
ation ofTthe Christian doctrine of 
God; the answer to sovietism, the

church In real Jaollness."

a local practice, nor is it some- 
thing new in forest service admin- 
istration. The policy to maintain 
uncluttered roadside zones, de- 
signed to preserve scenic values, 
has been in effect for many years. 
Today some 150 odd national for- 
ests in 42 states, Alaska and Pu- 
erto Rico observe it 
These na- 


tional forests 
cover about one- 


tenth of all the land area of the 
Nation, the application of such 
a policy on the Allegheny Forest 
obviously ia not baaed upon aolely 
local decisions. 


In adhering to auch a stand it la 


only natural that sometimes con- 
flicting Interests arise. A recent 
typical case in which 
complica- 


tions were encountered was the 
proposed electric line to service 
the Warren County Boy Scout 
Camp Olmsted. To provide elec- 
tricity for this camp the power 
company staked out a proposed 
line which for the moat part, ran 
up the 
Allegheny river across 


stream from the camp, keeping 


out of sight of the road until It 
got beyond the river crossing 'to 
the camp. 
It then was to con- 


tinue up the river to service a 
group of eight camps on private 
land at Gowango. In so doing 
it would have invaded the road- 
side zone in a number of places. 
Naturally the permit could not be 
issued until such time as a revis- 
ed route satisfactory to' both the 
electric company and the forest 
service could be staked out. At no 
time was the door closed to the 
applicant through a denial of ac- 
cess across government land be- 
cause logical right-of-way requests 
outside of the roadside zones are 
almost always granted. 


Then 
representatives 
of 
the 


power company and the forest 
service got out onto the ground 
to reconcile their differences, a 
minor change in line location op- 
ened the way to an acceptable 
route to the Boy Scout Camp, 
and a continuation of the line 
up the west side of the river over 
easier going land plus another riv-

er crossing solved the problem of 
extending the line to the camps 
at Gowango. 


There roadside esthetic valuea 


have already 
been impaired by 


fences, rod linea, and long estab- 
lished other uses which existed 
prior to the establishment of the 
forest, special investigations have 
sometimes resulted in special per- 
mits, for telephone and electric 
lines along the road. To have de- 
nied them along such roads would 
have been unreasonable and all 
such requests are considered on 
their individual merits anyway. 


In other words, a strict applica- 


tion of the regulations is not In- 
flexibly adhered to when circum- 
stances properly warrant special 
consideration. 


Some 56 million visitors use the 


roa\ls in their 152* national for- 
ests for sightseeing, and other re- 
creational endeavors, and It seems 
to me that It la only reasonable 
that they should have considera- 
tion wherever possible by pre- 
serving the natural 
unmarred 


beauty of the roadside scenery.
